A CONSERVATION ACT FOR CANADA 


In an address which was an outstanding event of the season 
for the Calgary Canadian Club, Dr. O. M. McConkey, Professor 
of Field Husbandry at the O.A.C‘., called last week for the 
passage by Parliament of a national Conservation Act, whose 
provisions would be given practical effect in co-operation 
with all of the ten Provinces. 


Dr. McConkey gives just praise to the work which is 
being done under the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act, and 
to the long-term program which is being carried out by the 
Eastern Rockies Conservation Board, But his ambition ex- 
tended beyond even these. 


In North America, he said, we ‘have already exploited 
our forests, our soils, all our great natural resources, more 
than in generally realized. “The exploitation of our resourc- 
es has been, savage and rapid — perhaps unequalled in hu- 
man history has been the speed. of destruction of our forests 
natural range lands, and ‘soils over the North American 
continent. 


“Fortunately,. conservation measures are now being 
taken, initiated by a few far-seeing scientists who started 
stations in the early 1920’s—stimulated by the destruction 
‘in the ‘Dust Bowls’ of the West in het dry 1930’s and the 
floods and soil erosion in the East. 


“We are making a good start. We must be alert and ob- 
serve what is happening to the soils and forests in our neigh- 
bourhood, and take community action. Many of us are still} 
not aware of what is happening to our soils and: forests 
right at our door. We can derive many lessons from the ap- 
palling effects of the misuse of land and forests in’ China.”

Hidden Taxes . 


Hidden taxes have become a part of 
almost every activity of our lives. They 
are a part of every commodity we buy, 
part of every service we demand. Be- 
cause of that, because they are so 
general, it has been easy to assume 
that they were merely part of the price. 
From that erroneous belief arises the 
feeling that the producer of the goods 
or the deliverer of the service is charg- 
ing exorbitantly. As a result we have 
to delude ourselves that the benefits 
we are always demanding are provided 
free and that but for the machinations 
of these profiteers, we would be very 


In voting down a proposal for legis- 
lation against Communism last week, 
the House of Commons plainly took 
the view that Canada’s democratic way 
of life would not be served by banning 
parties or peoples. 

The strength of this view was re- 
vealeg not only in the speeches of Lib- 
eral, C.C.F, and Social Credit members 
but also in the fact that the author of 
the proposal—Progressive Conserva~ 
tive leader George Drew—did not move 
to ban any particular political party. 

All Mr. Drew asked for was “appro- 
priate legislation” to make  “Com- 
munist and other activities” a crim- 
inal offence. He did not mention party 
names, ‘ 

Most members of the House took the

well off indeed. 

The fact is we get nothing free. And 
these hidden taxes serve a useful pur- 
pose. They spread the charges for the 
benefits we demand over the whole 
community and so apportion to persons 
not subject to other forms of taxation, 
their fair share of the cost of the ben- 
efits they demand. But there is a dan- 
ger in this form of taxation. It is easy 
to impose and hard to recognize. So 
the blame for the increase in commod- 
\ty prices is not borne by the govern- 
ment that imposes them. It is borne 
by the industry or citizen who must 
collect the tax. The danger in this is 
that it tends to make governments 
somewhat reckless in the way they 
spend the moneys so secured. They are 
ready to promise the people , benefits 
that are supposedly free, because they 
are confidence thats omeone else will 
be held responsible for the charges in-. 
volved, 


When the public does begin to rec- 
ognize these hidden taxes, their first 
impulse is to rid themselves of them. 
They. don’t like this method of taxa- 
tion, They prefer the comforting delu- 
sion that all taxes are paid by property 
owners. Heavily as they are taxed, 
they have never borne the full weight 
of governm fexpenditures. Always 
the commodities one needs and uses 
have had to bear a'share of the char- 
ges. If we come to realize this simplo 
fact that a quite substantial part of the 
cost of living that we have believed 
went to swell the profits of the manu- 
facturer and producer does nothing of 
the kind, we will have gained much. 
We will have recognized that the sec- 
urities and benefits we have demanded 
because we felt we were getting. them 
free, are not free at all but are paid 
for by the steadily increasing costs of 
everything we need and use and buy. 
The danger in hiding taxes is the dan- 
ger of making peoplé believe what is 
not true, that anything can ever be 
provided for nothing and at no charge. 
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Basically, most pitchers have the 
same stock—ourve, slider, knuckteball, 
fastball, blooper, sinker, and s0 on.

Seed Drill Survey 

Seed samples will be collected from 
seed drills again this spring. It is hop- 
ed to collect some 100 samples through- 
out the Municipa) District of 
wright. These samples will be turned 
*l over to the Field Crops Branch, Depart 
'ment of Agriculture and a seed grade 
determined. Through this survey we 
hope to determine the class of seed that 
is being planted in this Municipality 
and also the necessity of a 
seed cleaning unit. From the survey 
last year, we found that over 5¢% of 
the seed being planted was of a Re- 
jected Grade. As long as we continue 
to use such an inferior class of seed, 
there is no hopes of ever’ridding the 
farms of the weed menace. Good No. 1 
seeq is the basis for any weed control 
Seed wheat is generally 
of No. 1 or 2 grade but oats and barley 
are generally No. 
remember’ that No. 3 seed wheat only 
allows 15 primary or secondary noxious 
weeq seeds per pound (including wild 
oats). About 12 handfuls make a pound 
go check your seed and if there 
more than one weed seed to the hand- 
ful it is either No. 3. or rejected.

Lady Luck seems. to have prevented 
gome very drastic accidents. 

You niay have read during the past 
week where two boys in the Edmonton 
area were killed When their bicycles 
Were struck by trucks, One of the vic- 
tims was just learning to ride his 
bicycle—the other was a C.N. Tele- 
graph boy and we presume an exper- 
ienceq rider: The first one just weaved 
into dual wheels of a truck while the 
other was struck down. In both — in- 
stances the grieving families are pro- 
bably wondering why this awful thing 
happened to them, and the truck 
drivers concerned will probably never 
forget the accidents even though they 
were apparently not to blame. 

The fact remains that most kids on 
bicycles just don’t seem to realize that 
.6 far as the law is concerned they are 
considered as vehicles and must obey 
the rulés of the road. We are not per- 
mitteq to drive our cars three abreast 
jown the road or to. weave from side 
to side all over the road; and we would 


sertainly end up in the cooler if we | 
lrove our cars down the sidewalks. 


And yet kids on bicycles do all these, 
things, not only endangering themsel- 
ves byt also making things tough for 
other children, pedestrians and for 
notorists Who have to dodge them. 

The time seems to,have arrived for 
some action in this matter. Number 
one would seem to be a town license 
for all bieycles which could be revoked 
for traffic offenses. Then a little police 
iction for riding on sidewalks, riding 
at night without lights, ignoring traf- 
fic regulations and general damfoolish 
ness on bicycles. A few licenses revok-
